BULGARIA. 
SHIPKEA PASS TO BE ABANDONED BY THE 
RUSSIANS.

Lonpon Orrice or Tue Cuicaco Trisunz, 
No. 6 Parorave Pracx, Srranp, Aug. 13—10 
p. m.—This morning’s dispatches inform us 
that it is now considered doubtful whether 
Shipka Pass will be held much longer by the 
Russians. From a military point of view, it 
would be to their advantage to abandon the 
passes, dince no use is to be made of them, 
and next year the Balkans can be turned if 
it should be desired to get beyond them. 

AT TIBNOVA. 

At present the Russian army is penned in 
at Tirnova, and deprived of liberzy of 
action. It would go hard with the Bul- 
garians in Tirvova, who are said lately to 
have hailed the Grand Duke Nicholas as a 
deliverer, if the Russian troops should be 
withdrawn ; but this consideration has not 
prevented the evacuation of Roumali, where 
the population was raised in insurrection. 

THE ATROCITIES. 

The Constantinople correspondent of Tur 
Curcaco TrisuneE reports that the scenes of 
last year are beginning to be repeated in 
Bulgaria. There are 10,000 Bulgarian ref- 
ugees at Adrianople and 6,000 at Selvi. 

THE DOBRUDSCHA ARMY. 

It appears certain that no part of the 
Dobrudscha column has been sent towards 
Simnitza. Reports from that quarter describe 
the whole body as stationary in position near 
Trajan’s Wall, and, if they be correct, about 
50,000 men, or two corps, are isolated and 
almost useless for the present. From the 
rapid gathering of available battalions it may 
be assumed that a grand engagement will 
soon be fought, and, when it is over, we 
shall have a clearer opinion of the Russian 
prospects than we can have at this period of 


preparation.

; EVERYTHING BURNED. 

A large number of Bashi-Bazouks patrol the 
Tschirpan district. This district is one of the 
richest in that part of Turkey. It contains a 
very large proportion of Chnstians, over thirty 
churches, and 500 schools and colleges, all of 
which have been burnt. The destruction 
extended to the villages of SB oghdan- 
Mahalest, Rani-Mahalesi, aud many others, in 
all about sixty, containing from 150 to 200 fam- 
ilies each. Scarcely fifty persons escaped alive. 

THE BULGARIAN FUGITIVES 
at Gabrova and Selvi estimate that from 12,000 
to 15,060 Christians have been massacred in the 
Eski-Saghra and Tschirpan districts alone. Sol- 
diers were posted along the road from Eski- 
Saghra to Kazanlik, with orders to shoot every- 
body passing. 
THE FUGITIVES. 

Loypon, Aug. 13.—A correspondent at Kara- 
bunar writes that appalling accounts continue 
to come in of the misery of fugiiives from the 
districts devastated by the Bashi-Bazouks and 
Bulgarians. Thousands of women and children 
are homeless and perishing for want of shelter, 
medical attendance, and food. Immediate help 
on the largest possible scale is most sorely 
needed. The Pasha proposes to distribute the 
fugitives about Constantinople, Adrianople, and 
Philippopolis. The correspondent suggests a 
motion for a city of refuge on an island near 
Constantinople, under the protection of a neu- 
tral flag and a neutral guarantee from the bel- 
ligerents.

The following dispatch from Gen. Terry, 
commanding the Department at St. Paul, was 
received at military headquarters in this city 
yesterday: 

St. Paut, Minn., Aug. 13.—Lieut. Gen. Ser- 
idan; The following dispatch was just received 
from Gen. Gibbon: 

Bie- Hour Pass, Aug. 11.—7o Gen. Terry, 
Commanding Department, St. Paul: My lose in 
the battle of the th was seven officers and fifty- 
three men killed and wounded. I am satisfied 
that the Indians suffered much more., 
for the surprise was complete. and 
many were killed in the tepees or running ont. 
Forty dead Indians were counted on about one-half 
the battie-fleld. Howard has just arrived, and I 
believe he can catch them again. As soon as he ar- 
ri ves, and I can get the services of a doctor, I pro- 
pose to move tov Deer Lodge and take most of our 
wounded to Shaw. They ute all doing well, but I 
fear Lieut. English is morta)ly hurt.“ 


GEN. SHERIDAN 
was in receipt of several dispatches last evening 
from Gen. Gibbon, through Gen. Terry, at St. 
Paul, and the Hon. Martin Maginnis, Delegate 
to Congress from Montana, regarding the late 
fight between Gen. Gibbon and the hostile Nez 
Perces Indians at Big-Hole Pass, all ot which 
corroborated the report received earlier in the 
day. It was denied that Gen. Gibbon last any 
gun, or camp outfit, or supplies, as was report- 
ed, and Gen. Sheridan telegrapned to Washing- 
ton last evening that he regarded tnis as one of 
the most important victories of the war. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE BATTLE, 
as near as can be found out, were about as fol- 
jows: Gen. Howard was sent in pursuit of 
Joseph’s band, numbering probably about 350 
warriors, into Gen. Gibbon’s district. The® lat- 
ter, who was scouring about the country beyond 
the mountains of Montana, on the edue of what 
is known as the Big-Hole Prairie, struck 
the trail of this band of Indians 
about thirty or forty miles ahead 
of Howard, and followed it up 
until the timber was reached. He halted and 
left a guad with his train, and, making a night 
march, surprised and attacked the camp of In- 
dians ~ 
ABOUT DAYBREAK, 
when the work of slaughter was commenced. 
Many of the Indians were killed in their wig- 
wams, and many more were shot while running 
to a point of safety. Gibbon got possession of 
a rocky ledge, from which poiut be could com- 
mand a portion of the battle-greund, and, cov- 
ering it with his guns, prevented the enemy 
from taking away their dead. On this point 
alone, which represented about one-half the 
tield, were counted 
THE BODIES OF FORTY INDIANS, 
slain by the bullets of the gallant boys in blue, 
numbering 150, supported by a reserve of thir- 
ty-two citizen volunteers. The people in that 
country are well satisfied with the result of the 
attack as indicatea by the dispatches which ar- 
rived in this city last cvening at military head-

THE STRIKERS. 


Excited Condition of the Public Mind at 
Wilkesbarre, Pa,.—Determination of the 
Miners—A Successful Beg. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 18.—The feverish 
state of the pablic pulse iu this vicinity is by no 
means diminished, but, on the contrary, is quick- 
ened by occasional news of attempted violenve 
in various directions, and by the fact that the 

Schuylkill regio is enriching itself at the ex- 

pense of the upper region, and also by the 

dangerous appeals to the excited labor element 
by one of the daily papers. Although the open 
manifestations of the miners’ strike bave not 
been felt for several days, the spirit of hostility 
to the coal companies has in no wise decreased, 
but it is only held in check by the presence of 
the military, who are here in considerable force. 

Although most of the State troops have been 

relieved from duty and ordered home. several 

regiments remain in and around Wilkesbarre, 
either guarding railroad property or encamped 
ready for an emergency. There are also four 

regiments of reguiars here, and yestérday a 

battery of light artillery arrived from Fort 

Leavenworth, fully equipped with men and 

horses, and parked their guns at Lee Park, with 

the other reguiars. It is known that there is a

The Unluckiest of the Gang at Last Released

AN ARMY REMINISCENCE, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaao, Aug. 13.—After the battle of Chic- 
amauga, those of the boys who were hurt in 
the fight, and were able to move atall, were 
granted thirty-day furioughs to go home and 
get well. This writer, having received an ex- 
cuse of that kind, availed himself of the chance, 
and, from the field-hospital at Jack Springer’s 
plantation, two miles north of the Tennessee 
River, started for God's country on the 9th 
of October, 1868. I think those of the boys of 
the Army of the Cumberiand who made that 
trip will remember the time they had in the first 
six or seven miles of the journey as among the 
most exciting of their lives. The “Johnnies” 
swarmed on the other side of the river, and, 
wherever the road brought us in their range,— 
and that was the case for nearly every yard of 
the distance,—their sharpshooters made it ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant for us. It is all very mice, 
in a mutual debate with muskets and things, 
where one has a chance to talk Sack; but there 
the conversation was all on one side. Guy 
Magee, of your paper, was in the pro- 
cession, aud he didn’t like it a bit,— 
wanted to get to the other side of 


Walden’s Ridge and write it up. I never saw a 
correspondent so anxious to get his dispatches 
through in a hurry as Guy was. 

A good many of the boys were wounded again, 
and some of them were killed at various points 
on the road. There was one place on the route 
that was exceedingly dangerous; at that point 
the ridge came down so near the river that there 
was barely room for the wagons bearing the 
wounded, and for about twenty yards it led 


over a rocky elevation which brought all that 


passed above the fringe of willows which grew 


on tae river’s edge in full view of any cvil-dis-

Just b-fore reaching this place 
was a depression which would cover three or 
four wagons, and this spot was chosen as a rest- 
ing-place by the teamsters before exposing 
themselves or their loads.

A gathering of 500 workingmen contemplates 
a thousand or more riotous spirits, who, 
taking the honest element for a basis, will 
organize thereupon such a mob as will en- 
tirely defeat the object of the visit. Let the 
workingmen appoint a small committee, 
composed of the more intelligent among 
them, and they will secure more than their 
whole number could acquire by obstructing 
the sidewalks, filling the Mayor’s office, and 
bringing in their wake a crowd of bummers 
with whom they have no association or sym- 


pathy. 


The gentlemen comprising the Committee 
appointed by the Charter Oak policy-holders 
in Chicago to protect their interests in the 
investigation and reorganization going for- 
ward at Hartford are to be commended for 
the energetic and straightforward manner 
in which they performed their duties. Being 
plain, blunt Western men, and shrewd in- 
quisitors withal, théy were not slow either in 
arriving at the true facts in the case or in 
expressing their views in reference thereto, 
and the vigorous English in which the 
Committee, collectively and individually, 
deliver their opinions of Messrs. WALKLEY, 
Wurrez, Furser, Wieerm, etc., cannot fail to 
be highly interesting to the general reader. 
The suggestion, adopted in the form of a 
resolution at yesterday's meeting of the Chi- 
cago policy-holders,—that a Western man be 
chosen as a member of the Board of Direct- 
ors,—should not be lost upon the present 
managers of the Company. 


Affairs at Wilkesbarre Pa., are far from 
being in a condition such as to encourage the 
hope of a peaceful future. The striking 
miners are for the present held in check by 
the Federal troops, who are on the scene in 
goodly numbers, but they threaten to bide 
their time and when the coast is clear to re- 
sume the terrorism which they are now re- 
strained from exercising. The most cruel 
feature of the case is, that there are plenty 
of miners who would be glad to work and 
earn the wages offered, but are fright- 
ened away by the certainty of personal 
violence. It is true they can be protected by 
the troops while at work, but the danger of 
assassination by the strikers in ambush stares 
them in the face on one band, while on the 
other they are confronted by the grim out- 
look of starvation during the coming winter. 
Meanwhile the strikers go about with 
wagons levying tolls of provisions upon the 
farmers of the vicinity, offering no violence, 
it is true, but conveying the impression that 
a refusal to contribute will involve serious 
consequences later on. The situation gener- 
ally is serious and gloomy. 


In that quarter of the city known as the 
lumber district the strike still smolders, and 
occasional rumblings indicate dissatisfaction 
and a readiness to adopt any measures to in- 
jure the business of employers. Yesterday 
was fixed for a general uprising, but the men 
went to work, and, though everything was 
peaceful, the police were in readiness to 
move upon the first sign of trouble. Among 
the Poles and Bohemians there are mutter- 
ings and rumors of a descent upon the 
Council with a view to compelling the pas- 
sage of an ordinance directing the lumber- 
merchants to raise wages. This is all bosb. 
Even the strikers have too much sense to 
put themselves in such a hole as that. The 
merchants admit that a strike would force 
the raising-of wages, as orders must be filled, 
but they will mark the men who precipitate 
such a condition of affairs, and refuse under 
any circumstances to employ them again. 
There is but little danger of trouble. Strikes 
are of no avail unless new men are prevented 
from working, and were those at present em- 
ployed to flatiy refuse to work, those who 
take their places will be amply protected.

GREENBACKS. 

At last even the advocates of uncondition- 
al resumption in 1879 with exclusive cur- 
reney of gold coin begin to falter, and to see 
the dangers of the policy upon which they 
have insisted. We have pointed out that 
resumption, as proposed, will cause the banks 
to withdraw their circulation, in large part 
at least, before January, 1879, and that the 
commencement of redemption of greenbacks 
on that day and their retirement will leave 
the country in à short time without any cur- 
rency save such gold coin (silver being de- 
monetized) as may then be in the country. 
The New York Bulletin, the chief financial 
paper of that city, has discovered the force 
of these facts, and seeks to escape them by 
denying that the greenbacks will be retired 
after resumption. It says: 

Notwithstanding the misconceptions and un 
founded alarms of Tun Cuicaco Tripune. the 
point it has raised merits attention. The discus.

And in granting this it really cuts off the 
modes of reissuing and redeeming green- 
backs which the resumptionists have advo- 
cated. The Government is not a bank; it 
does not lend money; it has no revenue ex- 
cept what is derived from taxes; and it can 
pay out no money unless the same be spe- 
cifically appropriated by Congress. The only 
money not appropriated by law which by 
any possibility it can apply to the payment 
of debts, whether greenback or otherwise, is 
such surplus revenue as it may receive. It 
is not pretended that it can resume specie 
payments with the insignificant surplus rev- 
enue. The financial operations of the Gov- 
ernment being therefore confined to the re- 
ceipt of a limited sum of r venue and the 
payment of certain permanent and specific 
appropriations, it is in no condition 
to go outside of this routine to 
get an additional sum of funds m gold 
wherewith to redeem $360,000,000 of green- 
backs. To issue bonds and buy that amount 
of gold would tax the resources of the Gov- 
ernment, the price of bonds would go down, 
and the rate of interest up; every money 
market in Europe would be convulsed before 
letting go their quota of the $360,000,000 of 
gold. The New York papers have shut their 
eyes to the convulsion that would be pro- 
duced, like ostriches sticking their heads in 
the sand to hide themselves from being seen. 
The question now, however, is, how the 
Government can reissue these notes after 
they have been once redeemed in coin. The 
Bull/tin, speaking of the greenbacks, says: 

Now, it is the rule in respect to circulating notes, 
whether those of ordinary banks, of great Nation- 
al Banks, or of Governments, to reissue them 


when redeemed, or to put out new ones in their 
place, which is virtually the same thing. 


The Treasury receives greenbacks now 
and bank notes in payment of all taxes and 
other dues to the Government except cus- 
toms duties, and pays them out again, but 
that can hardly be said to be redemption. 
Certainly it is not the redemption contem- 
plated by the Resumption act. Under that 
act the greenbacks are to be redeemed in 
gold coin, there being no silver. Having 
redeemed them with gold, how is the Govern- 
ment to reissue them? For what will it 
issue them? Will it buy bonds, or buy more 
gold, and then use the gold to redeem them 
over again? That will not be redemption. 
The Bulletin admits this by saying that 
Tun Tano tells us the Governme: t 
could not get them out again by buying gold, 
nor by using them in the purchase of bonds; 
and we grant that it argues the impossibility of 
such operations succesefully.” Then how can 
the Government redeem them in gold at one 
counter, and pay them out again, and re- 
deem them again in gold? Banks which 
loan money can put out their notes 
again, but the Government, having 
sufficient revenue from its ordinary taxes 
for all its payments, can have no payment 
to which it can apply these notes. The wit 
and invention of man has never succeeded 
in devising any plan whereby a Government 
can maintain a currency redeemable in coin 
on demand. Payment in coin must be the 
end of the note, or redemption must cease. 


If the New York Bulletin can invent such a a 


a plan, it would be valuable; there would 
be millions in it”; Russia would pay 
liberally for the patent; Austria and Italy 
would be customers; and even Turkey would 
bless the inventor. No Government has ever 
accomplished it, and of necessity no Govern- 
ment ever will. : 

It is conceded that the net exports of 
specie are $55,000,000 a year, and. $133,- 
000,000 are required for customs duties. It is 
claimed that the American mines produce 
$70,000,000 annually, but it is a mistake 
that this latter is any more available 
for Government uses than is the gold in 
the Bank of England. In either case the 
Government will have to buy it. The gold 
paid to the Government for duties will be 
paid out again for interest on the debt, and 
for paying its foreign expenses and for the 
Sinking Fund. This gold paid out for in- 
terest is largely due in Europe. The Gov- 
ernment will therefore have occasion for all 
its gold receipts to make its gold payments 
on its ordinary business. If there be any 
surplus of gold revenue over ordinary gold 
payments, it will be required to retire the 
greenbacks under the law. which provides for 
their payment in the proportion of 80 per 
cent of the new bank circulation. The 
Government, by the Resumption act, will 
have to furnish all the gold for all the busi- 
ness and all the banks of the country, and is 
to do this through the redemption of green- 
backs! 

The New York paper, however, argues 
that, notes being more convenient than gold, 
„in the fall months our banks have to 
ship twenty or thirty millions of money to 
move the Western crops,” and will deposit 
their gold in the Treasury and use the paper, 
and in that way will be able to put out that 
sum in greenbacks. We suppose the use of 
paper or gold will be a matter of choice to 
those who sell, and that whichever is de- 
manded by the seller will have to be paid. 
We are willing to concede that fifty millions 
of greenbacks might be kept in circulation 
in the way the Bulletin states, but the banks 
depositing the fifty milhons of gold for as 
many greenbacks cannot control the notes 
after they have paid out the latter, which 
would in due time be presented again for re- 
demption. There is a large deposit of gold 
now, belonging toindividuals and banks, and 
has been in the Treasury, certificates being 
wsued therefor. These certificates are re. 
ceivable at the custom-houses, and pass from 
hand to hand, but the Government must of 
necessity keep the same amount of gold on 
hand to redeem them. So will it be with the 
greenbacks ; they may be issued in exchange 
for gold deposited, but the gold can only be 
available to redeem them. ‘The present gold 
certificates answer all that purpose now. 
The greenbacks having been forced upon the 
Treasury in exchange for gold to a sum equal 
to the gold demand of the couutry, say from 
$150,00),000 to $200,000,000 annually, the 
question remains, if these notes are not to 
be permanently withdrawn, how are they to 
be reissued, and for what purpose? In the 
meantime, there being no legal-tender silver 
and no bank-notes, the country will be re- 
duced to gold coin exclusively for a currency 
to supply the place of the $675,000,000 of 
paper now in circulation. 

It is certain that, unless the law be 
changed, the Government will have to fur- 
nish gold in exchange for at least $150,000,- 
000 of greenbacks annually which must be 
retired ; that the banks, being unwilling to 
obtain gold on a circulation that doesn’t pay a 
profit, must anticipate this state of things 

ing their currency ; and, the currency 
being reduced to gold coin, there must ensue 
a scarcity of gold and a famine of currency, 
and that general disaster and ruin which 
will be the results of such a condi- 
tion of things.

Tein very evidect that « widespresd and 
determined effort is being made to establish 
a National Workingmen’s Party. Already in 
several States of the Union, political conven- 
tions have been held, and mass-meetings de- 
claring a political purpose in organizing the 
workingmen have been numerously attended 
in many of the large cities. The basis of this 
movement is a general organization of work- 
ingmen extending throughout the country, 
and said to embrace 570 sections, numbering 
57,000 members. This organization has a 
Congress, and two Boards, one executive 
and the other administrative, and it claims 
to publish, support, or control forty-one 
newspapers in different languages. The 
establishing of trades-unions and the direc- 
tion of strikes have heretofore been the prin- 
cipal purposes of the organization, though 
some attention has been given to shaping 
the political opinions of the workingmen 
as between the two parties. Now, how- 
ever, it is proposed to launch out with 
the broadest political ambition, and 
set up a third party called the Working- 
men’s Party of the United States” or the 
Protective Labor Party.” The attempt has 
been made before, and with such poor suc- 
cess that we should think the outlook would 
discourage even the enthusiasts, and render 
them suspicious of being used as the tools of 
demagogues. It is more important to in- 
quire, however, what the workingmen de- 
sire as a political party and what they pro- 
pose to accomplish. Fortunately this has 
been pretty explicitly declared, and with a 
good deal of harmony. The platform adopt- 
ed by the Ohio State Convention, held in 
Cincinnati last Saturday, is almost literally 
the same platform as had been adopted a 
few days before in Baltimore, and the latter 


was based on the address of the St. Louis 


workingmen to the President and Governor 
of Missouri. So the Ohio platform may be 
fairly accepted as the formal declaration of 
principles. It is as follows: 

1. The payment of wages to the laborer in the 
lawful money of the country, and at intervale of 
time not greater than one week, and that suitable 
penalties be provided for failures to do so. 

2. Eight hours for the present as a normal work- 
ing-day, and legal punishment of all violators. 

3. Strict laws making employers hable for all 
accidents to the injury of their employes. 

4. Prohibitory iaws against the employment of 
children under 14 years of age in the industria! es- 
tablishments. 

5. Abolition of all conspiracy laws. 

6. Prohibition of the use of prison labor by 
private employers. 

7. Gratuitious administration of justice in all 
courts of law. 

8. Sanitary inspection of all conditions of labor, 
means of subsistence and dwellings included. 

9. Gratuitious instruction in all educational in- 
stitutions. 

10. Laoor, statistics in all States as well as by 
the National Government; the officers of these 
bureaus io be taken from the ranks of the labor 
organizations and elected by them. 

11. The repeal cf the patent and all other laws 
or privileges to individuals or companies to the 
detriment of labor. 

12. The repeal of all tariff and other acts which 
provide for the collection of the public revenue by 
indirect method, and the sabstitution therefor of a 
system of direct taxation guaranteed in propor- 
tion to the amount of property or income to be 
taxed. 

13. Railroads, telegraphs, and all means of trans- 
portation to be controlled by the Government for 
the purpose of abolishing the wages system. 

14. All industrial enterprises to be placed under 
the control of the Government as fast as practicable 
and operated by free co-operative unions for the 
good of the whole people. 

There are so many astounding proposi- 
tions contained in this brief manifesto that 
we despair of examining them all at one 
time; however, we will go as far as reason 
and patience will admit. 

We are decidedly in favor of the payment 
of wages in lawful funds, and have no objec- 
tion to weekly payment, but if a failure to 
pay wages be made a penal offense, we do 
not see how Government can avoid making 
the failure to pay other debts a penal offense ; 
then the mildest thing that can be done is to 
revive the system of imprisonment for debt, 
which was abandoned in England a good 
many years ago, and which, if in vogue in 
this country just now, would require a mul- 
tiplication of prisons. We suppose, of 
course, the political workingmen desire that 
the incarcerated debtors shall be supported 
at Government expense; and they cannot be 
made to work out their board, because that 
would bring them in competition with the 
workingmen, whom it is the aim of the new 
party to protect. Government would have 
to enlarge its budget considerably in hard 
times. 

We presume that it is the average work- 
ingman’s idea of freedom to punish all men 
who desire the personal liberty of working 
more than eight hours; at all events, the 
managers of the new party think so, or they 
would not make such prohibition a conspicu- 


ous feature of their platform. Of course, the - 


accomplishment of this scheme means a re- 
duction of the country’s product by 20 per 
cent, and a proportionate increase of prices, 
so that the workingmen cannot then buy as 
much for their money as they can now. It 
is also aimed by the drones at the industry 
and frugality of those who want to accumu- 
late something for illness, old age, or in- 
creasing family. 

If employers are to be made liable for all 
accidents to employes, it is not unlikely that 
the number of employers will materially di- 
minish, and the number of unemployed men 
increase in inverse ratio. There is no calling 
in life which is protected against accidents, 
and they occur more frequently from per- 
sonal carelessness than any other cause. If 
every contractor who undertakes the build- 
ing of a house has to assume the risk of pay- 
ing heavy damages in the case of a fall of 
any one of his bricklayers or hod-carriers. 
the profits of the contracting business will 
become so uncertain that most men will avoid 
it. So with other employers. 

The workingman’s idea of personal liberty 
is further illustrated by the three proposi- 
tions to prohibit the employment of children 
under 14 years of age, to abolish all conspir- 
acy laws, and prohibit the use of prison 
labor. The first is aimed against the prac- 
tice of training labor to accomplish more by 
skill and experience than it could otherwise ; 
rather than have this brought about children 
must be allowed to run the streets and swel! 
the Commune. So in order to protect the 
trades-unions in conspiring to prevent other 
men from working at terms they are willing 
to accept, all conspiracies must have a guar- 
antee of immunity from Government. And 
the convicted felons, like incarcerated debt- 
ors, must be supported at general expense in 
order to guard against every possible compe- 
tition against the This party, 
when it comes into control, will 
make the country a paradise for journe 
and their helpers, however the remainder of 
the community may fare. 

Passing over the sanitary recommendation, 
and merely that gratuitous in- 
struction is now furnished to all who care to 
avail themselves of it, the gratuitous admin- 
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istration of justice in all courts of law is a | 


striking novelty which arrests attention. 
The amount of lawing that would be done in 
that case would only be limited by the differ- 
ences that arise between men ; in the present 
condition of human nature, a court would 


have to be established on every block, and | 


the halls of justice would be as numerous as 
saloons and drug-stores, while Government 
would support a host of Judges, bailiffs, offi- 
cers, and lawyers. 

The of all patent laws is, of 2 
intended to put an absolute check on all 
ventions. The labor.saving machine is one 
of the bugbears used by the political dema- 
gogues who prey upon the workingmen; of 
course, if inventors can receive no remuner- 
ation for their inventions the inventions will 
cease, and this ‘‘ competition against labor 
(intelligent people call it an auxiliary of 
labor) will be got rid of permanently. 

It may have been noticed that the various 
schemes of the new party (including the ab- 
sorption by Government of all railroads, tel- 
egraphs, etc., to which we refer elsewhere) 
will add a few hundred millions to the Gov- 
ernment expenses every year. This increase, 
as well as the present expenses, the new 
party proposes to assess mainly on the farm- 
ers of the country by abolishing all tariff 
and internal revenue taxes and substituting 
direct taxation. Direct taxation is limited 
to the income tax and tax on real estate. The 
latter must be apportioned, under the Con- 
stitution, according to population and repre- 
sentation. If $80,000,000 or $100,000,000 a 
year were raised by taxing in (which 
would be a difficult matter), then, rding 
to the present expenses, every Congressi 
District would have to g 
a million ear ip 
the new party, st 
would be levied upon & 
lots of every Congressid oh 
would pay $20,000,000 a year, 
$19,000,000 a year, end so on. We @& 
hend that the farmers may object to this 
new system, and it is just possible that 
property-owners in towns and cities may 
protest against the practical confiscation of 
their land. 

It is apparent that all this is rank Com- 
munism. At the same time, we do not ob- 
ject to its concentration in a single new par- 
ty. So long as the Communists are divided 
up between the two great parties, the dema- 
gogues of both make more concessions to 
them than they ought to have. If both par- 
ties can be rid of them, there will no longer 
be the temptation to pander to them, and 
the Communists will have an opportunity to 
ascertain just what their strength is. A new 
party is the best disposition that can be made 
of all the impracticable, visionary, and de- 
structive political schemes. It will act as a 
safety-valve, and free the two great national 
parties from distraction and annoyances ; 
and they will no longer be forced into false 
positions by the “‘ balance-of-power” ma- 
chinations of fantastic factions.

GOVERNMENT RUN BY RAIL. 

Among the other preposterous propositions 
of the new Workingmen’s Party, as set forth 
in their platforms, is one that railroads, tele- 
graphs, and all means of transportation are 
to be controlled by Government for the 
purpose of abolishigg the wages-system. ” 
The more surely to accomplish this purpose, 
it is also proposed that all industrial enter- 
prises shall be placed under the control of 
the Government and operated by free co- 
operative trades-unions for the good of the 
whole people.” 

According to this programme, there is no 
longer to be any distinction between em- 
ployer andemploye. There is to be a general 
leveling and dividing up, in which the Gov- 
ernment is to act as agent. It cannot be con- 
templated that the Government shall buy 
all the railroads, telegraphs, steamboats, 
canal-boats, ships, stage-coaches, wagons, and 
all the manufacturing institutions in Ameri- 
ca. That would require untold thousands of 
millions of dollare, which Government could 
not hope to beg, borrow, steal, or coerce. 
Hence it must be intended that Government 
shall confiscate all the property which it is 
proposed to divide up among the Commu- 
nists. As Government in this country rests 
upon the will of the majority, and as the 


| journey men and their helpers—the trades- 


union class proper—do not exceed 15 or 20 
per cent of the population, it is not unlikely 
that all the rest of the people who have 
property or business, acquired or built up by 
personal application and industry, will unite, 
if necessary, in overwhelming the Commu- 
nist classes. 

But let us suppose that, by any super- 
natural intervention, the Government should 
become possessed of all the railroads, tele- 
graphs, transportation and industrial inter- 
ests, that the wages-system should be abol- 
ished, and all the business of the country run 
on the co-operative plan, where the Govern- 
ment as a single entity should receive a share 
only equal to that of a brakeman or a pud- 
dler,—what kind of a Government would 
that he? Intrusted with the care of prop- 
erty worth thousands of millions of dollars, 
employing a couple of million men, and in 
receipt of a thousand or more millions annu- 
ally for distribution,—what kird of Govern- 
ment would that be? Can anything be con- 
ceived that is more like chaos? Would not 
this be literally ‘* organizing hell upon earth? 
Who would furnish the capital? Who would 
make good the deficiencies in hard times? 
In fact, who would do the work? The 
scheme is transcendental beyond the grasp 
of the most visionary of mortals. The wild- 
est enthusiast and the most ingenious dema- 
gogue have never imagined a Utopia half so 
millennial. 

If the @workingmen” of the country in- 
sist upon experimenting with this insane de- 
insion, we think perhaps some agreement 
could be reached by which a certain section 
of the country lying between the Rocky 
Mountains and Sierra Nevadas should be set 
aside for them to begin operations on the 
new plan. They can never get a fair trial 
otherwise under our form of government, 
because the popular majority is so largely in 
favor of an intelligent system and the right 
of man to what he earns and saves. But 
they can have a large strip of unoccupied 
territory in which to set up their Utopia, if 
they will only agree to take all the political 
demagogues with them who pander to their 
lunacy.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 18.— The anthracite 
coal trade still wears a more encouraging aspect 
than was hoped fora month ago. Business is 
active, and prices hold up well. The Read- 
ing Railroad Company and the Reading Coal 
and Iron Company are persistent in their policy 
to throw as much coal from the Schuylkill 
region into the market as is practicable. From 
its unequaled facilities there will be no 
short supply of coal, nor is it probable that 
prices will fall below a fairremuneration. Ton- 
nage is the great purpose of the Reading 
Railroad Company, and is a wonderful 
source of revenue. For the week ending 
Sacurday nicht last the business of the road 
footed up 153,000 tons, against 113,699 tons) car- 
ried in the corresponding week last vear. 
Tuere bas been at no time during the troubies 
of the past three weeks more than five of the 
fifty-three collieries 2 by the Philadelphia 
& Reading Coal and Iron Company not at work 
on account of the labor culties;— and 
within the past week these have ail been 
started. and are now working full-handed. 
The output by the Coal & Iron Company for 
the week ending Saturday last reaching $4,500 
tons. All the Lehigh and all the many mines 
having transportation over the Lehigh 
Road are all at full work, but 
none of those in the Wyoming region 
are working.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 13.—The State Board 
of Equalization meets at 2 p. m. to-morrow, and 
James P. Root and other .members are already 
here. Numerous able-bodied patriots are also 
on hand seeking positions as clerks, pages, door- 
keepers, etc. The assessment returns of the 
State will be printed in tabular form and laid 
before the Board. The aggregate assessment of

LOUISVILLE’S TRIUMPHAL MARCH, AND CHICA- 
Go’S MISERABLE RETROGRESSION. 

To fully appreciate what we are, we must look 
back and see what we have been. The first 
eight games of the Louisvilie~Chicago series of 
1876, compared with the first eight of this year’s 
series, tell a mournful tale of decadence. To 
appreciate the figures fully, it should be remem- 
bered that the ball used this. year is much more 
favorable for hard hitting than last yefir’s. The 
record shows that Chicago made 94 runs in 
eight games last year, and only 33 this year. 
The base hits for last year were 123; and for this 
year, 74. Here's a curious thing, surely; with a 
better ball and the same pitcher, the Club falls 
off nearly one-half in its batting and two-thirds 
in its run-getting. The nine which has thus 
dropped so as to almost break its neck has six 
men, or two-thirds, of the old team, viz.: Me- 
Vey, Glenn, Spalding, Anson, Peters, and Hines.. 
Neither of the ney men—Hallinan, Eggler, and 
Bradley—is equal to Barnes omg hite as a batter, 
but all are better than laski. There 
is no chance to lay the falling-off 


on the changes in men--they wont ac- 


count for it. Still, there stähds the record, 


a drop too huge to be explained, and showing 
clearly the character of the batting done by the 
Chicagos of 1877. One more illustration: Last 
year Louisville made sixty-seven hits, and were 
held down to twenty-four runs off them; this 
year they have made eighty-nine bits,—an in- 
crease of about a quarter,—but the peculiar field- 
ing of the White Stockings has given them fift 
runs, or more than double last year. Summ 
up, then, the record shows that the Chicagos 
are less than half as good batters, less than one- 
third as good run-getters, and twice as bad 
fielders as they were in 1876. '

The leading produce markets were active yester- 
day, and unusually weak, though prices did not 
fail so extensively as might have been expected 
from the eagerness of sellers at the outset. The 
early feeling was almost panicky, and se great was 
the excitement that it was feared some prominent 
operators were shaken to the foundation. As the 
day wore on, however, it seemed probable that 
there was no good foundation for the idea that any 
Chicago houses had been injured; b t the same 
time it was found that a great deal of rty had 
been sold out, the calle for additional margins not 

wing been met with sufficient promptitude. The 
ch cause of the weakness was the fact of con- 
tinted large receipts, and the feeling of certainty 
that prevent conditions are likely to continue. 
Hitherto a good many operators have acted asif 
they thought big receipts in August could only be 
ephemeral, but the grain is coming forward at such 
a steadily rapid rate, except in barley, that the 
confiaence heretofore displayed by the bulls is 
severely shaken, and the weak feeling has extend- 
ed into provisions. The lead in the downward 
course was taken by wheat, the crop of which is 
supposed to be 17,000,000 bu greater than in any 
previous year. The shipping movement continues 
active, and the steady inpouring of grain is 
strengthening the hands of carriers, and freight 
rates are hardening. 

The market for domestic dry-goods was quoted 
quiet, with prices ruling steady. At the lately re- 
vised quotations printe are firmly heid. Groceries 
were moving fairly, and were held at fully previous 
prices. Sugars and coffees were firmer, the tend- 
ency In the latter being uoward. Prices of dried 
fruite remain as before. The fish market develop- 
ed no specially new features. Summer - cured cod- 
fish is searce, and a scanty supply of mackerel is 
also reported, with which exceptions the stocks 
are ample for current needs. Butter continues in 
good demand, in liberal supply, and remains 
steady in price. The cheese trade continues quiet, 
with but slight variation m prices. Stocks are not 
oppressive, and at the moment the market has a 
fairly steady tone. Much of the surplus product 
of the West has found a European outlet. Since 
the beginning of the season Sheboygan County, 
Wis., has alone sold to English buyers 25,000 bxs 
of cheese, most of which was shipped direct to 
Liverpool at a cost in freight charges of only 74c 
per 100 Tbs. There was a quiet market for leather, 
tobacco, olle, paints, and colors, and values were 
without quotabie fluctuation. 

The lamber market was fairly active and steady, 
The offerings at the docks were fair, and retailers 
bought freely early at recent prices. The business 
of the yards ntinues to improve. Salt was in 
good demand Fine is now quoted at 95c per bri, 
and other grades are unchanged in price. Woo! 
was in moderate request and casy. Timothy seed 
was in fair demand and a shade firmer, and flax 
was steady. Hides were unchanged. The offer- 
ings were small? and there was a light inquiry from 
dealers. Green fruits were in liberal supply 
and moderate request. Poultry was quiet, but 
steadier. The old stock has been sold out. and 
only fresh receipts were offered yesterday. 

Lake freights were active, and again stronger, 
most of the business being done on the basis of 4c 
for corn to Buffalo. Room was taken for 70,000 
bu wheat, 550,000 bu corn, and 40, 000 bu oats.

The excess is, however, 17, 000, 000 bu only, the 
largest previous crop being 308, 000, 000 bn. 

Wright & Co., of St. Louis, call attention to the 
fact that there is in sight, in round numbers, apout 
2,000, 000 bu, against 9,300, 000 last year, and the 
amount of old wheat in farmers’ hands is estimat- 
ed at 7,000,000 to 10, 000,000 less than im 1876. 
California, too, reports a partial failure, having 
only 5,000, 000 bu export, aguinst 25,000,000 the 
last cropvear. These facts, added together, should 
more than counterbalance the extra yield above 
noted, tosay nothing of the Russo-Turkish war.

he would go before a jury and testify to the 
nuisance he created. 

The following statement of Ald. Sweeney, 
Seventeenth Ward, will answer for Shoeneman:

What 
an opening there is now for men of limited 
means to locate on the great railroad running 
from New Orleans, —the Queen City of the 
South,—which sits almost on the borders of the 
Tropics, to the greatest grain mart in the world 
—Chicago. Fruit grows here in the greatest 
perfection,—peuc pears, apricots, figs, and 

megranites flourish here as I have never seen 
n any other climate. The land is gently undu- 
lating, but not hiily, for the most part with a 
clay subsoil, though the valleys of the creeks 
have an alluvial formation.

The shipping 
of strawberries to Chicago last spring was such 
a source of profit to those engaged in the busi- 
ness that strawberry farms are all the talk in 
certain communities. The ple here are ever 
ready to extend all the hospitalities to those vis-

homes amongst us, and to answer all letters of 
those wishing to know more of our climate, 
soil, productions, etc. G. B. A.

The Complainant Asks that He Be De- 
barred from the Courts. 


Bankruptcy Proceedings Yester- 


day---A. B. Meeker & Co. 


There is evidently bad blood existing be- 
tween Mrs. Caroline M. Brown and Mr. George 
F. Harding. The former isa lady fortunate 
enough to have money out at interest, and the 
latter a lawyer of this city blessed with an un- 
usual amount of this world’s goods, which he is 
abundantly able to keep. The two have bad 
financial dealings as attorney and client, and 
the lady claims her legal adviser has sadly over- 
reached her. Yesterday, therefore, she filed a 
bill against him, asking, among other things, to 
haye him disbarred. Judging from the 
rather savage way, the bill is 
drawn, the bad blood seems to extend to the 
attorneys who drew the bill, and o were 
for some years law partners of Mr. Harding. 
Mrs. Brown says she first retained Mr. Harding 
in royo, and has since regarded bim as her 
trusted attorney, counselor, and legal adviser. 
In 1872, just before she went to Europe, she ex- 
ecuted to hima power of attorney, giving him 
general authority to act for her. About the 
same time she had through him loaned to A. J. 
Sawyer the sum of $6,000, secured by trust-deed. 
In September, 1874, Harding collected the prin- 
cipal, together with $325 interest and $150 as a 
commission for reinvesting the money before it 
became due and payable. Soon after this he 
wrote Mrs. Brown that he had loaned the 
$6,325 to John W. Matthews, joking city real 

ty. but had kept the $150 for bis 
own services. When she returned he handed 
her a note and trust-deed by Matthews, 
which shé received without question, relying on 
his judgment and integrity. The interest has 
been paid up to March last, when default was 
made, and she asked the reason. Harding ex- 
plained that Matthews had lost considerable 
maney, so be was unable to pay unless she 
couluù reduce the rate of interest from 10 to 8 
per cent, and at the same time advised her to 
sell under the trust-deed and buy in the land in 
satisfaction, as it would be a fine speculation. 
Matthews also about the same time wrote her a 
letter from Monmouth asking her to reduce the 
rate of interest. 

Ste seems to have suspected something was 
not right, and after an examination of affairs 
her fears were fully realized. According to her 
statements, she now charges that no loan 
was ever made. but that Harding 
deeded the land in question, worth perhaps 
$2,000, to Matthews, a law clerk in his office, 
and the latter in turn mortgaged it to her to 
secure $6,325. The transfer by Harding was for 
the pretended consideration of $10,000, though 
no money was actually paid. At the same time 
of the transfer to Matthews he ve a quit- 
claim deed back to Harding, which, however, 
has not yet been recorded, It is further claimed 
that Matthews has never received any part of 
the $6,325, it having been retained by Harding 
himself. The letter by Matthews from Mon- 
mouth to complainant was first written by 
Harding and sent to Matthews, and by him 
copied and sent back to complainant. Mrs. 
Brown further complains that Harding’s advice 
to her to take the landewas a trick on his part 
to get her 8 $6,000 for land only 
worth $2,000. u she discovered all this, 
she applied to him for her money, and he 

romised that J. H. Avery & Co. would pay it. 
He. however, demanded a release of all claims 
against him, which she refused to give, as there 
were a number of unsettled accounts existing 
between them. 

She then demanded her money again and he 

romised to pay it if she would confirm the Joan 
2 Matthews, and validate his (Hardings) acts in 
relation taereto. She refused to give a ‘‘ white- 
washing approval of bis acts in this way, and 
again was disappointed in getting the money. 
She savs she has been informed by a person act- 
ine in Harding’s interest that Harding said he 
desired such a receipt or confirmation to use in 
his defense in the event of a complaint and 
prosecution against him defore the Bar 
Association, of which he was a member. This 
course of Mr. Harding, Mrs. Brown passionately 
exclaims, is *“wholly unjust, inequitable, 4 
pressive, vexatious, and unprofessional,” in 
consideration of which she now “moves the 
Court for the suspension of said Harding as a 
solicitor of this Honorable Court according to 
the statute in such case made and provided.“ 
She also asks that Harding may be compelled to 
pay her the $6,475, with interest at 10 per cent, 
that a Trustee may be appointed in Harding’s 
place to sell the real estate and apply the pro- 
ceeds as far as they will go, and for such other 
relief as may to the Court seem proper. 

AN ODOROUS SUIT. 

William L. Bradley, of Boston, filed a bill yes- 
terday against Joseph Sherwin, the packer, ask- 
ing for an account. Bradley says that in 
July, 1874, he made an ment to furnish 
two machines for drying blood and offal, which 
were to be set up and run in Sherwin’s 
slanghter-house. Sherwin was to take charge 
of the machines and of procuring material to be 
dried, and was to have half the net profits 
after paving his share for the machines. Each 
party was then to own a half interest in the ma- 
chines. The contract was to run five years, but 
it was dissolved by mutual consent last 
February. Complainant says that the 
profits have never paid for the machines 
and that thereis still $5,648.59 due him. He 
has asked fur an account, but Sherwin had failed 
to give it, and has taken possession of the ma- 
chines and other machinery, and refuses to sur- 
render them. Complainant therefore prays for 
the appointment of a Receiver and for an ac- 
count. 


THE PROTECTION LIFE. 

The argument on the motion by the Receiver 
to have the Sheriff removed from the Protcec- 
tion Life-Insurance Company’s office, of which 
he had possession under an execution, came up 
yesterday morning again before Judge Williams. 
Aftera little discussion; Judge Williams an- 
nounced his determmation to adheré to 
the decision he had given Satur- 
day, and an order was accordingly entered 
directing the Sheriff, his deputies, custodians, 
agents, and employes to restrain from futerfer- 
ing in any manner or for any purpose with the 
possession and control by the Receiver, E. D. 
Cooke, of the property and effects of the Pro- 
tection Life-Insurance Company. This is with- 
out prejudice, however, to the rights of W. O. 
Osgood, or of any person lawfully claiming any 
lien on or interest in said property or any part 
and reserves the question as to whether Osgoox 
has any lien or not, or to what extent, or to 
what property it may extend if it exists. The 
Receiver is also directed to pay the custodian’s 
tees, reserving the question as to what fund it 
shall be paid from. Mr. Osgood took an excep-

THE PAMLICO. 

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE SINKING OF THAT 
* YACHT SUNDAY. 

It is quite probable that the two unknown 
persons drowned in the yacht Pamlico Sanday 
were young men from Racine. This conclusion 
has been arrived at from the fact that the steam- 
er Jobn Sherman brought from that city Satur- 
day about 150 excursionists, and John Haines, 
the man who owyed the yacht, informed the 
landiady of the house where he boarded on 
West Lake street that he was going to take 
some friends trom Racine out sailing with him. 
The belief that the unfortunate strangers were 
from that town is aiso strengthened by 
the further fact that no inguiries have been 
made at police stations or on the wharves or 
breakwater for missing persons. Capt. Shubert, 
the man who knew and saw Haines when he 
was about to start out with the party, states 
that the strangers were young men, wuo were 
weil dressed and wore straw like the one 
picked up at the scene of the disaster Sunday. 
The name of the mau who sailed the 
yacht in — F with Haines was 
John Leonard, alias Liverpool Jack, so called 
because he came from Liverpool, England. He 
lived on West Randolph street, near the via- 
duct, with a cigarmaker, and assisted a siiwe- 
maker named Rothschild. whose shop is at No. 
20 on the street named above. Leonard had no 
relatives in this country so far as has been 
learned. He was a single man. 

Messrs. Hollister & Gorham, in whose em- 
ploy Haines bad been nine years, state that his 
name was given to them as above, 
and not Hay as reported by 
woman who eeps the house where 
be lodged. He was known as an expert 
swimmer, and it is belicveu that he became en- 
tangled in the rigging or ropes when the yacht 
went down, or some of the others ciung to him 
and prevented him from coming to the surface. 
He was a single man, about 33 years old. He 
had pur hased the yacht with the evident inten- 
tion of doing an excursion business with her. 
Neither Haines nor Leonard were possessed of 
much experience in sailing yachts, and those 
familiar with such craft say they

out with an open boat like the Pamlicoin a puffy 
southwest wind like that of Sunday. She did 
not belong to the Chicago Yacht Club fleet; 
there is not sucha craft in it. All are con- 
structed with water-tight compartments, 80 
that they will float if capsized, and the occu- 
pants may have a chance to save themselves by 
ciinging to the spars or boat. The Pamlico had 
on d a ton and a “half of vi- 
iron for odallast, and being an oper 
vessel, even without a keel, filled with 
water and sank immediately after capsizing. 
Even the long oars carried by ber were stowed 
away so that they did not float, and not a ves- 
tige of the vessel was seen after she went over 
but the little piece of board which covered the 
steering gear and known as the locker. 

It is believed the Pamlico lies in about fifty 
feet of water, and ina few days the bodies of 
the unfortunate men will rise to the surface 
somewhere in the vicinity where they sank, and 
is likely some of the numerous yachts or other 
vessels sailing about will pick them up. 

Efforts wiil probably be made to grapple the 
vessel and raise her. 

The sad fate of the unfortunate men who per- 
ished so quickly Sunday should prove a warning 
to all persons who contemplate a trip in the 
small sail craft offered for the purpose. The 
should not venture out with any but experi- 
enced Vachtemen or navigat and in craft that 
are seaworthy and capable of floating in the 
event of an upset. are plenty of such on 
the 1 and a little inquiry will elicit 
any requ nformation 
used for pleasure. *

Cuicago, Aug. 12.—Apropos of the loss of 
life on Sunday by the sinking of the yacht 
Pamlico. would it not be well to call attention 
to the superiority of flying proas over ordinary 
boats for service on the lakes? The Pamlico 
sank because ber ballast was of iron; it is next 
to impossible to capsize a proa, and it is im pos- 
sible to sink one, as it carries no ballast. In 
the Indian seas the natives venture a hundred 
miles from shore in these boats, and they have 
been observed to sail thirty miles an hour. At 
Calcutta, they “sail all around” the fastest 
English pilot-boats. The writer has a com plete 
model of 2 made in Burmah by a native, 
and he would be pleased to loan it to any re- 
sponsible persons desiring to build a craft of its 
kind.

CO-OPERATIVE COLONIZA- 
TION. 
MEETING OF THE SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the Co-operative Colonization 
Society of Chicago—an institution formed for 
the purpose of locating and settling on lands in 
the State of Florida—was held lagt night on the 
corner of Eighteenth street and Blue Island 
avenue. There were about twenty persons 
“present, and Mr. William J. H. Goldring, Presi- 
dent of the Society, occupied tne chair. 

Mr. J. L. Day said that in 1870 he and a friend 
visited Florida. The soil of that State looked a 
good deal like the shore of Lake Michigan, but 
turned out much better than it looked. After 


knocking around considerably, Mr. Day and his 
friend settled down in the vicinity of 
a town known as New Smyrna, on 
Indian River. They received a _ hearty 
welcome from the Fioridians, who enjoy a eli 
mate that knows no winter. The people of 
Florida bother themselves very little about pol- 
itics, and look upon the troubied sections of the 
South very much as Northern men do on the 
Indian troubles. In this favored land every- 
thing will grow except wheat, and 
the country abounds with game, fish, 
flesh, and fowl. When a man gets tired shoot- 
ing bears he cau take a lick at deer, and when 
he gets turough with the latter, there are tur- 
tle, ducks, and other wild beasts ready to be 
caught or shot, as the case may be. Mr. 
Day lived on the seashore, and had 
half a mile of oyster-beds, which he 
characterized as a nuisance. Outsiders 
alleged that Florida was a land of swamps, 
but this was not the fact. There Was any 
amount of valuable timber, varying from pine 
to mahogany. The speaker thought very fav@r- 
ably of the country, and advised that settlers 
should startin at raising vegetables ior the 
Northern markets, leaving the orange-growing 
business alone until they had settled down. 
Fernandino County, immediately south of 
Cedar Keys, was the favorite part of 
the country in his opinion. This has a frontage 
upon the seashore, and abounded with timber. 
Tea and coffee, the olive and the fig, tobacco, 
cotton, sugar-cane, and corn,—all would flourish 
with a luxuriance not to be exveiled in any part 
of the Union. Countless thousands of cattle 
roamed the woods, and sheep-raising was a 
source of great profit to the settlers. 

Mr. Day, in answer to a number of questions 
from his audience, gave considerable informa- 
tion as to the flora and fauna of Florida, its cli- 
mate and general advantages. The Society 
then adjourned until Monday next. 


THE BOTANICAL GARDENS. 
THEIR SUSPENSION BY THE SOUTH PARK con- 
MISSION ERS. 


At a meeting of the South Park Commission- 
ers, July 21, at which there were present Presi- 
dent Morgan and Commissioners Cornell, Sid- 
way, Price, and Sherman, the following was of- 
fered by Commissioner Cornell, and, on motion, 


was adopted: 

Wuereas, The great stagnation in all industrial 
enterprises of our country has made taxation at 
tnie time epeciaily burdensome, therefore the 
Commissioners called for a smaller sum of money 
for park purposes than the Board had done in for- 
mer years, rendering a corresponding curtailment 
in our expenditures absolutely necessary; there- 


fore, 

Resoived, That the further operations of the 
Botanical Department are hereby suspended, and 
the garden placed under the general management 
of the Floral Department of the park, with direc- 
tion tothe Superintendent totake charge of and 
preserve all ita valuable plants, flowers, seeds, and 
other property, until a change in the times shall 
warrant this Board in expending the necessary 
means to carrv out each an eaterprise. 

Resolved, That the Secretary is hereby instruct- 
ed to send a copy of thie preambie and resolution 
to the President and Directors of the Botanical 
Gardens, and to express the thanks of this Com- 
mittee to the same, and particularly to Prof. H. H. 
Bavcock for the great energy and skill manifested 
by him., as well as the regrets of this Board at be- 
ing obliged to suspend their good work. 

To this summary action of the Park Commis- 
sioners the geutlemen intrusted with the man- 
agement of the Botanical Gardens have filed the 
following protest: 

Cuicaco, Aug 6.—The undersigned, who were 
invited and appointed by the Board of South Park 
Commissionere to undertake the establishment, 
management, and direction of a Botanical Garden 
in the South Park, do hereby earnestly protest 
against the action of said Board as set forth in the 

reamble and resolutions copied above, for the fol- 
owing reasons, viz. : 

First—-Because said action was taken at a meet- 
ing from which we, as well as the public and re- 
porters for the press, were excluded. 

Second—Because we have reason to believe that 
said action was not, as stated in the preamble, 
based upon considerations of economy in tne ex 
penditure of public money, but is the result of 
machinations whose object has been the defeat of 
the enterprise, against which we have been obliged 
to contend from the inception of the Garden, and 
which the Board has taken no efficient means to 
prevent. 

Third—Because said action, though nominally a 
suspension, is virtually the abandonment of the 
Chicago Botanical Garden as a scientific establish- 


ment. 

Fourth—Because such action of the Board in ap- 
propriating to general park purposes material 
solicited and contributed for scientific uses, ob- 
tainaole from no other sources, and by no other 
means than those adopted, is a gross breach of 
faith and honor, rendering us powerless to fulfill 
the promise, made with the approval of the Board.

Five uew cases of scarlet-fever and two deaths 
from that disease were reported at the Health 
Office yesterday. 

The Treasurer’s receipts yesterday were $737 
from the City Collector, $2,011 from the Water 
Department, and $1,808 from the Comptroller. 


The Comptroller yesterday redeemed popular 
loan certificates amounting to $6,500, and issued 
but one revenpe-warrant, and that for only 
$100. 

The Health-Officer’s report for last week 
shows that 440 nuisance“notices were served and 
377 nuisances abated; one ham, one shoulder 
of beef, three h one cali, ahd 46 pounds of 
fish condemned; 32 scarlet-fever 8 posted; 
and 2,364 buildings inspected as to their sanitary 
condition. 

Last week there were 225 deaths im the city. 
That is an increase of eleven over the preceding 
week, and a decrease of twenty-seven compared 
with the corresponding week of last year. The 
chief causes of death were: Cholera-infantum, 
41; convulsions, 22: diarrhea, 15; scariet fe- 
ver, 21; and consumption, 15. Ninety-two of 
the decedents were babes less than 1 year old 
and thirty-six were between 1 and 2 years of 
age.

A man called at the Law Department yester- 
day aud wanted to know if he could not get a 
license to peddie whisky and otber intoxicating 
liquors about the street. He said that it was 
being done, and he desired to do it with the per- 
mission of the authorities. He was told that 
the charter contemplated no such occupation, 
and had no provision for the licensing ei any 
such business. Saloon-licenses were issued, but 
the licensee had to transact his businessin one 
particular place. It would be unjust to the 
saloon-keepers who had licenses to let any man 
go about the streets from house to house dis- 
posing of his villainous compounds. The appli- 
cant was given to understand that no license 
could be issued for any such purpose, and Su- 
perintendent Hickey was notified to be on the 
watch for all such peddlers and arrest them for 
the violation of the law.

Opposition to the Carrying Out of the 
Pumping-Works Scheme. 


What Its Friends Have to Say for It--- 
4 Temporary Delay. 


A well-attended meeting of the taxpayers of 
Hyde Park was held in the club-room of the 
Sherman House yesterday afternoon, the object

The Hon. John Wentworth presided, and Mr. 

James H. Rees acted as Secretary. 
MR. GEORGE W. WAITE 
made a statement regarding the cost ana the 
advantages of the contemplated improvement. 
He said sixteen miles of dyke would be re- 
quired, at a cost of not less that $160,000, and 
fifty miles of sewerage, whicifwould necessitate 
an expenditure of at least $750,000. There 
would also be puddling and running expenses 
for the works, which would cost about 6300. 000 
in addition. His opinion was that all the parties 
who fayored the scheme were insolvent, 
and desired to create a diversion for the 
purpose of tiding over. He knew they 
were bankrupt, and said they miut 
as well go by the board nuw as at any other 
time. He denied that the territory in question 
was below the surface, as had been asserted. 
While admitting, as an engineer, that works 
were feasible which would drain the land, he 
thought the cost dispro to the ben- 
efits to be derived. 
MR. D. 8. TAYLOR, 

the projector of the plan, by request gave an 
outline of its history. Want of time, he said, 
would prevent him from going into the matter 
as fully as he wished; and he had not at hand 
the reports and figures to give the details. 
The Vilage had gone to work 
slowly, and consulted all the engineers in 
Hyde Park except one (Waite), who had pro- 
nounced the work d le practicabie. He 
did not believe the whole cost of the erection of 
the works would be more than that of opening 
and maintaining a ditch into the lake. 

The Chairman asked what was the necessity 
for going on now, when real estate was so de- 
pressed and times so hard.
